CELEBRATORS KILLED 


T hirteen deaths from th e old-fash­ 
ioned celebration of th e Fourth of 
July was the total reported in the 
United States, according to figures 
compiled by the Chicago Tribune last 
night. 
Tne nation-w ide spread of the sane 
Fourth m ovement brought 
fruit in 
the sm allest num ber 
of 
celebration 
casualties ever recorded. In nearly ev­ 
ery city where the use of explosives 
by individuals was prohibited no acci­ 
dents were recorded. In others, w here 
th e discharge of explosives was p er­ 
m itted under lim itations, th ere was a 
decided tailing off in th e num ber of 
the dead and injured as com pared 
•with previous years. 
Compared With Last Year. 
I he death list of th irteen com pares 
with tw en ty -^g h t reported the first 
night of last year’s celebration, when 
th e sane Fourth m ovem ent was estab­ 
lished in fewer cities. The num ber of 
injured reported is 204 against 1,785 
reported up to the sam e hour last 
year. In 1009 th ere were 44 killed and 
2,361 wounded.

“The Army of the Potomac had but 
recently arrived from the bloody bat­ 
tle fields of Wilderness, Spottsylvania 
and Cold Harbor,” he said. “The Sixth 
Army corps was in line of battle south 
of the Appomattox river and the Sev­ 
enty-seventh New York infantry, our 
regiment, was assigned to the right 
of the line.

He Roomed With Lincoln. 
Henry Brown, ninety-two, a room­ 
mate of Abraham Lincoln when the 
latter 
was 
practicing 
law, 
died 
recently, on his farm, near Blooming­ 
ton, 111. His warm personal friendship 
with the martyred president contin­ 
ued all through the Civil war and a 
large number of personal letters and 
various articles given him by Lincoln 
were willed to the 8tate Historical 
society for the museum at the stats 
capitol. 


I we ever really forgot them, for when 
we of other generations of baseball 
get together once in a while and play 
them over again, the old arms feel 
strong and the old hearts thrill again 
The greatest play I ever saw, the 
I one that comes to my mind whenever 
a great play is mentioned, was made 
by Connie Mack, now manager of the 
world's champions. 
That play, 
for 
originality and quickness of thought 
and execution, I believe was the great 
est and most surprising I ever saw 
and I had the honor of being one ol 
the actors In it. 
The play was made when I wa* 
pitching for Pittsburg and Mack was 
the catcher. No brainier catcher ever 
stepped back of the bat. 
We were 
playing Chicago and dear old Cap An­ 
son was leading that team. 
In those 
days Anson was a terror at bat—and 
they may talk forever about great hit­ 
ters and not convince me that any 
greater hitter than Anse ever walked 
to the plate. 
I pitched for him and 
pitched against him—and knew him. 
He was the surest man I ever saw 
la a pinch, especially with men on 
bases. 
In the game of which I speak 
we had a lead of one run and in the 
ninth inning Chicago had two men on 
bases and Anson at the bat. Any man 
who ever pitched to Anson knows 
what that meant. The old man swung 
a war club that looked as big as a 
center pole to the pitcher, and he 
stood there as solid as if rooted, and 
hit almost anything pitched, and hit 
It hard, squarely and on the line. The 
situation was bad, but Mack kept me 
working Anson, in, out and curve, un 
til we got two strikes on him and, I 
think, two balls. 
Anyhow we knew 
the next ball had to go over the plate 
—and Anson knew it and pulled his 
belt tighter and settled himself to hit. 
Then Connie Mack worked the play. 
He walked to the base line from home 
to first and made a sharp remark to 
Arson that for an Instant took Cap’s 
attention away from the pitching. At 
the Instant he spoke Connie flashed 
me a signal to pitch and I suddenly 
grasped the idea and cut loose a fast 
straight ball right through the heart 
of the plate—where Anson would have 
murdered it had he been watching. As 
I pitched Connie made a leap and as 
the ball 
went over 
the 
plate 
he 
caught it and Anson was called out on 
the third strike, retiring the side and 
giving us the victory.

Grand March Through Georgia Re­ 
garded as of Paramount Import­ 
ance in Hastening End. 


When Jeff Davis made his visit tc 
Macon, Ga., he said in a speech deliv­ 
ered 
there 
September 
23, 
1864: 
Though misfortune has befallen oui 
arms from Decatur to Jonesboro, our 
cause Is not lost. 
Sherman 
cannot 
keep up his long line of communica­ 
tions, mid retreat sooner or later he 
must. When that day comes the fate 
that befell the army of the French 
empire In its retreat from 
Moscow 
will be repeated. Our cavalry and our 
people will harass and destroy 
his 
army as did the 
Cossacks 
that 
of 
Napoleon, and the Yankee 
general, 
like him, will escape with only a 
bodyguard.” 
Sherman was not apprehensive of 
any desperate fighting after he began 
his march. He was positive his army 
would have a good time. He wrote to 
General Halleck as if he were going 
on a foraging expedition. “This move­ 
ment,” he wrote, ‘‘is not purely mill 
tar* or strategic, but It will illustrate 
the vulnerability of the tyoutb. 
They 
don’t know what war means, but when 
the rich planters on the Oconee and 
the Savannah see their fences and 
com and hogs and sheep vanish be­ 
fore their eyes they will have some­ 
thing more than a mean opinion of the 
Yanks. 
Even now our poor 
mules 
laugh as they anticipate the fine corn 
fields and our soldiers the chestnut!, 
sweet potatoes, pigs, chickens, etc.” 
Sherman was determined to make 
Georgia feel the horrors of war. 
In 
writing to General Wilson he said: “I 
am going Into the bowels of the Con­ 
federacy, and propose to leave a trail 
that 
will 
be recognized 
50 years 
hence.” 
Georgia howled. 
A track of desola­ 
tion reached to the sea, and today one 
can follow either of the three col­ 
umns which left Atlanta by what ars 
called Sherm an’s sentinels—the chim­ 
neys left standing in the fields or by 
the side of the road to mark the spot 
where Sherm an’s .bummers burned the 
dwellings, cotton gins. mills or fac­ 
tories.

Chuckling, wrinkling up his face and 
narrowing his eyes, occasionally talk 
ing just enough to tantalize persons 
curious about his past, old John prob 
ably will carry his secrets, if he ha* 
any, to the graveyard behind the poor 
house hill. And meanwhile he will re 
main in the bed which has supported 
his work-hating frame for the last 12 
years, and consume enough daily prp 
▼ender to feed a harvest hand.
